WASHINGTON, “May 28.—In June, 

1865, there were received at the Treas- 

ury ‘Department three wooden boxes, 
said to contain valuables turned 

by the War Department for safe k 

ing. These boxes have since laid 

the vaults of the Treasury, bat w wa 
today opened by the efforts ofa United 

States Senator, some of whose constit- 

uents were supposed to be interested. 

A comunittec, composed of officers of 

the Warand Treasury Departments 

witnessed the carrying out of the joint 
order of the two departments. “The 
boxes were found to. contain exceed- 
ingly valuable invoices of diamonds, 
of pearls, necklaces, watches, ear-rings 

brooc hes, rings, seals and all 
manne of rare ande ‘xpensive jewelry, 
to the value of many thousands of dol- 
lars. The most valuable property, 
however, Which the boxes contained, 

Was a very large amount of solid sil: 

verware,consisting of pitchers, salvers 

spoons, Knives, urns, cups, and al 
kinds of plates, some of which was 
thought to be more than a hundred 
vears old. Oneof the boxes contained 
some very rich wearing apparel for la- 
(lies, silks, velvets, laces, etc., besides 
an ineredible amount. of Confederate 
notes and bonds, and notes of State 
banks, There was asmall amount of 
specic, both gold and ‘silver. The 
boxes were about the size of ordinary 
dry goods boxes, and the value of their 
contents is variously estimated at from 
twenty thousand te one hundred thou- 
sand dollars.
